Reasons For Allowance 



Claims 11-16 and 23 are allowed because the recited combination of elements of a catheter 
assembly including a tubular body and a distal tip coupled to the distal portion of the body 
wherein the catheter assembly is made from a temperature responsive hardness material 
comprising plastic thermoresponsive material and polyurethane resin to control the softening 
properties and radiopaque material, wherein the catheter distal portion or thermoresponsive 
polyurethane distal tip has a Shore hardness of 72-75D below 31 degrees C and Shore hardness 
of 32-3 5D above 3 1 degrees C is not found nor fairly taught in the prior art of record, as argued by 
applicant and agreed to by examiner.
